Some 
our readers undoubtedly saw the very prema- 
ture article one the cheap monthly magazines, 
short time ago, the subject new and truly 
scientific “cancer cure.”. Dr. Saleeby, its author, 
has received, and justly, very severe criticism for 
his literary effort the popular press. say that 
his article was hasty and unsound, moder- 
ately charitable. The enterprising publishers the 
magazine question sent copies, presumably, all 
medical journals, and also sent very self-laudatory 
letter calling attention the article. far 
have observed, only few journals have published 
comments upon Dr. Saleeby’s paper, and these have 
been uniformly the nature adverse criticism. 
The trypsin treatment cancer, suggested 
Dr. Beard, offers but little promise and Dr. Saleeby’s 
the public. The pleasure reading, daily 
paper, intelligent editorial upon the subject can 
therefore readily imagined. The example set 
the New York Evening Sun its editorial discus- 
sion this question, might profitably followed 
other lay papers discussing medical subjects. 
Really, there particular reason why daily

prescribe it. Rather with feeling dread 
that the pharmacist hears some such preparation, 
originating commercial mind and foisted upon 
credulous profession for the enrichment the 
maker and not for the benefit suffering public 
and profession. knows that soon the lieing 
“detail man” will about among the physicians, 
and then some them, all too ignorant what 
they should know, will begin prescribe and 
will have invest more money, uselessly, and cum- 
ber his shelves with one more the horde rank 
nostrums. And just now the country seems 
troubled pest new “cure alls”. They have 
appeared like grasshoppers Kansas—from the 
Lord only knows where! Beware the new nos- 
beware the detail man who has something 
nice and new and curing. Ask him what the Coun- 
Pharmacy and Chemistry has done about his 
nice new preparation, and you will take the time, 
write the Council and ask them about it. Your 
patient has right demand that you yourself 
shall know what you are giving him, and this you 
cannot know you depend upon the statements 
the manufacturer his smooth-tongued agent. 
Nine-tenths the nostrum business deceit, and 
the other tenth advertising. And are beginning 
learn that deceit may exist high places, and 
that manufacturers whom have previously re- 
garded above question reproach, may 
strange things. Our only hope the Council 
Pharmacy ana Chemistry the American Medical 
Association, and the Journal the Association, 
which undertake tell us, from time time, 
still more the truth about things pharmaceutical. 
not allow anything blind you the enormous 
value this Council and its work. not allow 
the inspired criticism the “published for profit” 
medical(?) journals make you believe that there 
trouble the Association that the work its 
Council not honest. Come back out the nos- 
trum mire and try clean up.

nostrums, “patent” medicines, thanks Collier’s 
Weekly and the Ladies’ Home 

ANOTHER Journal, and result all this 
OUR SINS agitation, the Congress has last 
enacted pure food and drug 

that may really, the long run, some thing. 
actually looks us, from the way the work has 
been begun, though lot good will come the 
public from that law. But let look another 
side this question habit-forming drugs. How 
many use sufficient caution giving pre- 
scribing medicines containing morphine, opium 
cocaine? How that many patients know all 
about sulfonal and trional and other things? 
you mark your prescriptions “not refilled un- 
der any circumstances,” and so, you back 
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the druggist when refuses refill such pre- 
scription and gets into row with the patient? 
Suppose the patient, liking the medicine which you 
gave and which promptly relieved his belly ache, 
returns the druggist for more. The druggist 
states that cannot refill the prescription without 
the physician’s order. Then the patient becomes 
suspicious and wants know the medicine con- 
tains opium morphine. What the druggist 
do? Sometimes can get out it, but mostly 
cannot and then must one two things; refill 
the prescription flatly refuse and let the patient 
know that contains morphine. Then the patient 
“roasts” his physician for giving him the drug, and 
then—too often—the physician “roasts” the pharma- 
cist for giving the information the patient. This 
absolutely wrong. the pharmacist honest 
enough the patient protect him refusing 
refill such prescription, should receive our 
highest commendation and support rather than our 
reproaches. But does he? Why not help the phar- 
macist the right thing writing upon the 
prescription the statement that not re- 
filled, requesting that number placed 
upon the container? this way the responsibility 
the prescription being refilled eliminated, for 
the druggist can point out the fact that, has 
number, will quite impossible refill and 
new prescription must had from the physician. 


This whole question refilling prescriptions 
big and important one. Can not stopped? 
all know that very often some pre- 

AND given, not necessarily calling 
AGAIN for any narcotic drug, which should 
used only under certain conditions and 

which would harmful under others. Also, all 
know that, too often for the good the taker, pre- 
scriptions are passed about from one person an- 
other. Why not get the druggist print upon his 
label something this sort: “This prescription 
intended have definite effect and should used 
only for the time indicated by, and under the obser- 
vation of, your physician. will not refilled 
without his the wisdom 
the Congress, unquestioned save some interested 
quarters, the sale mixtures containing narcotic 
habit-forming drugs, unless the exact amount 
such drug contained stated the label, pro- 
hibited the territories and their shipment between 
states made illegal. Why not apply this general 
principle physicians’ prescriptions? Why not 
specify the label, “This prescription contains 
morphine (or chloral, cocaine, etc.) and under 
circumstances refilled. Poison.” Suppose 
that the pharmacist should undertake protect the 
public from its foolish desire for self-medication 
this way, would supported physicians? 
But, will contended, often necessary 
give patient some narcotic analgesic and 
would injurious the patient know that 
was taking such drug, may be, and some- 
times is, perfectly true. Therefore there still the 
more reason why the patient should fully guarded 
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from forming habit which may destroy him, and 
this through the unconscious agency the man 
whom has trusted his life and his health—his 
physician. Probably the number cases which 
the individual has formed the habit taking some 
narcotic drug through the original agency phy- 
sician’s prescription, very small; but even granted 
that this the case, should there any such? Does 
not seem probable that the possible danger can 
entirely removed one the ways suggested? Let 
urge the pharmacist undertake some one 
these plans, and then let our duty and support 
him when the issue comes between himself and the 
patient. are certainly failing our full duty 
not everything possible protect the 
patient from himself.

Some few years ago 
Mr. Alpers, one the leading pharmacists New 
York, became interested guiacol preparations and 
derivatives and produced substance which called 
“triacol” (Alpers). was presented the medi- 
cil profession, and, believe, found have some 
merit. Doubtless was sent around and number 
physicians Doubtless, too, number 
hospitals received supplies and used it. 
was advertised some the larger medical jour- 
nals and was apparently, perfectly ethical prepara- 
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tion. But now comes the sequel. Having developed 
certain market the medical profession, and hav- 
ing secured certain quasi-medical endorsement, the 
scheming proprietaros, the Alpers Chemical Co., 
throw off the mantle decency, and come before 
the public. the last issue one the lay 
magazines (Ainslee’s), appears the following ad-

DUCTED THE GENITO-URINARY 
CLINIC COOPER MEDICAL COL- 
LEGE. PRELIMINARY REPORT.*

Chronic urethritis the bug-bear pre-eminent 
the genito-urinary specialist, not because the 
great number such cases confronted with, 
but the varying disappointing results, many 
cases, notwithstanding that the treatment may 
most intelligent and carried out true scientific 
wonder that cannot disbelieve the 
saying recorded Record, that wherever goes 
after death, above below, quite posi- 
tive that many will the men who will come 
him saying, “Doctor, still have that morning 
drop.” 

Urethritis and remedies galore, such 
septics, astringents, pressure, packing, passing 
sounds, soluble bougies, electricity, etc., with 
definite results, have led the pursuance 
policy suggested Dr. Rigdon, that the genito- 
urinary clinic carry without intermittance sys- 
tematic tria lto prove the virtue efficiency some 
the most important methods suggested for the 
cure chronic urethritis. was the intention, 
and still carried out the clinic, that each 
method shall given thorough and impartial 
trial, limited other time than that which 
its proves valueless. this stage only, 
signal for change either abolishing same al- 
together, the treatment add some other 
method and continuing, only making change 
when indications again point improvement, 
and thus add abolish only when the rem- 
are not producing the results looked for. For 
manganate potassium solutions, known 
example, may begin with irrigations the per- 
bichloride known the Guyon method. This 
Guyon method said well those cases 
that have resisted the silver, irrigations silver, 
known the Neisser method. 

With any the treatments the patient told, 
and impressed upon him, avoid excessive 
exercise such horseback bicycle riding, avoid 
alcoholics, sexual intercourse; take care the gen- 
eral health. But still, the local treatment 
that look and expect effect cure, 
knowledge the pathology will indicate.

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urethritis lasts for long period two 
months, classified chronic with granular 
patches the mucous membrane which fail heal 
because plastic infiltration the submucous 
tissue, Causing more less coarctation the canal 
these points, caused probably the extension 
the inflammatory action deeply into the urethra, 
and even into the periurethral tissues, causing the 
deposit plastic material, this finally resulting 
connective tissue formation. 

The gonococcus penetrates the deep tissues and 
doubt the direct cause the inflammatory 
deposit. many cases chronic gonorrhea, 
stricture will found present, the discharge 
being prolonged either the involvement the 


‘sinuses and glands the urethra (which are much 


more numerous and greater depth than gen- 
erally supposed) the general condition 
the patient. Threads the urine consist 
amount purulent secretion exuding 
granular patches too small appear the dis- 
charge which being washed out the urine are 
rolled the form shreds and appear such 
floating the urine; them are imbedded nu- 
merous pus corpuscles, and few urethral epithe- 
lial The more compact such fiber seems, the 
more pus cells contains; the other hand the 
more transparent appears, the less pus cells 
contains, and the more urethral epithelia. The 
more epithelia predominating, the nearer the process 
cure. 

The patient enters the clinic, giving com- 
plaint having had attack urethritis over 
two months’ standing and depending his in- 
telligence will give fair train symptoms 
which we, combining the same with the objective 
symptoms, will make the diagnosis. 

begin first the inspection the genitals, 
and any abnormality noted; meatus, its condi- 
tion; are the lips pouty, inflamed stuck together 
discharge, its character; does this discharge ap- 
pear only expression; seen only certain 
periods the day. Examination the discharge 
for gonococci. might add here that have 
found all cases chronic discharge either 
gonococci all, present, very attenuated 
condition. Thus observation does not mean any 
exacerbation that may take place from indiscretion, 
for the latter phase find conditions similar 
acute discharge, e., the characteristic pro- 
fuse creamy purulent discharge, loaded with fat, 
healthy looking gonococci. stain used has been 
either the Gram’s counter stain the Roux, both 
staining equally well and invariably verifying each 
other. patient then subjected the wash 
and two-glass test. This test done washing— 
using the Valentine irrigation—the anterior ure- 
thra with plain water weak boric acid solution 
until the return water absolutely clear from pus 
specks shreds. ‘The patient then told pass 
his water into two glasses, half the first and the 
balance the second glass. the first cloudy 
contains shreds and specks and the second glass 
clear pretty reasonable indication that the 
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posterior urethra involved, and the bladder 
not. the two glasses are cloudy, then will in- 
dicate that either the posterior urethra the blad- 
der, some place further the urinary tract, 
involved. The massage the prostrate gland, 
its the expression its contents and 
the microscopic examination the same for pus 
cells, etc., the finding stricture, its location, the 
use the endoscope, all which point out the line 
treatment are pursue. 

With conditions ever mind, such the pa- 
thology tells us, e., the plastic infiltration fol- 
lowed connective tissue formation, involving 
not only the urethra itself, but the sinuses and 
glands connecting with it, treatment should 
such cause absorption, melting away 
the hard mass, thereby allowing normal vas- 
cular supply reach and nourish healthy growth 
epithelia and take the place the granular 
patches. 

Therefore under this policy began treating 
cases, selecting first for thorough trial the Janet 
method, beginning with daily wash irrigation 
the permangarate solution strength about 
1-1000, this treatment covering period 
weeks. improvement noted this time 
switch the silver, beginning with 1-12000 
and, permanganate solution, gradually increas- 
ing the strength. Along with these irrigations, 
find the prostrate gland involved, bi-weekly mas- 
sage per rectum carried on. Should stricture 
present bi-weekly passage sounds. 

Since May 1905, February 1906, cover- 
ing period nine months, show the following 
results from cases typical chronic urethritis 
all under the daily irrigation the permanganate so- 
lution known the Janet method: temporary 
improvement, e., after the irrigations were 
stopped for few days week the old condition 
would resume itself; three improvement, permanent 
far know; two apparently cured, e., they 
were discharged cured. 

Summary: The above showing has led 
the conclusion that the Janet method excellent 
for its cleansing power, its ability clear the canal 
large quantities pus, get the tissues 
more subdued condition free great extent 
the infective inflammation, but feel has not 
the virtue producing absorption the inflam- 
matory infiltration which the ultimate cause 
the chronic discharge. 


REPORT TWENTY-FIVE CASES 
TUBERCULOSIS TREATED WITH IN- 
TRAVENOUS INJECTIONS KOCH’S 
TUBERCULIN.

The following paper presents report num- 
ber cases tuberculosis treated with intravenous 


injections Koch’s tuberculin. will only

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preliminary report, some patients have not 
been observed long enough consider them per- 
manently cured; but all cases tuberculosis 
which have treated the last two three years, 
the effect this method has been encouraging 
and have you try yourselves. would have 
larger number cases could given—this paper 
includes only twenty-five cases—but the number 
any rate large eonugh exclude any deception 
regard the efficacy the treatment 

started about six years ago make intravenous 
injections for the treatment tuberculosis, but 
took some time perfect the and 
the technic permit systematic treatment. 

The patients may divided into three classes, 
according the effect obtained from the first trial 
injection tuberculin. The first class made 
those who show very quick and energetic reaction 
with high fever; the second class, those who show 
medium reaction; and the third class, those 
who give weak reaction. The strength the 
subsequent doses and their frequency are based 
the sharpness the reaction obtained from this first 
dose. first trial dose, one-third milligram 
Koch’s tuberculin injected. Although this 
method injecting intravenously well known, 
steps the procedure. These injections may cause 
pain, thrombosis, and other disagreeable symptoms, 
such chills, prolonged fever, headaches and gen- 
eral malaise they are not administered properly. 
There may pain the site the injection, the 
needle not inserted properly, perforates 
the vein, and the solution gets into the tissue sur- 
rounding the vein. caused, the 
point the needle not free the lumen the 
vein and wounds the intima. The constitutional 
symptoms, such chills and prolonged fever, are 
frequently the result imperfect asepsis, so- 
lutions which are not absolutely sterile. All these 
accidents occurred first cases, and they are 
most disagreeable. During the last two three 
years, however, have not had mishap any 
kind. 

Usually take the veins the forearm the 
elbow points injection. The patient lets the 
arm hang down, and closes and opens the hand vig- 
orously several times, then bandage put on, and 
most cases the veins swell sufficiently permit 
injection without trouble. When the veins are 
very small deep, the bandage may removed 
and reapplied several times order get the veins 
well filled, and render the insertion the needle 
into them easy. many cases when the veins are not 
very large, inject the solution before the bandage 
removed, sometimes removing the bandage 
before the injection made, the vein slides little 
one side and hooks itself the point the in- 
serted needle. Immediately after the injection 
finished, the bandage removed. first trial 
injection take, mentioned, one third milli- 
gram tuberculin normal salt solution. This 
first injection answers double purpose. The char- 


acter the reaction gives indication the 
size dose with which begin treatment, and also 
how often inject. Besides, proof the 
correctness the diagnosis. The patients. who 
react very strongly show the effect sometimes 
two minutes, sometimes half hour after the 
injection. The first symptom very often feeling 
pain heaviness the diseased organ. one 
case tuberculosis the throat, which Dr. Pischel 
observed with me, the patient felt, immediately after 
the injection, swelling the mucous membranes 
the throat which became times quite annoy- 
ing, that was short time difficult for him 
talk, and even breathe comfortably. Very soon 
after the injection the temperature begins rise 
from 102 degrees 104 degrees, and does not fall 
its normal condition, rather the temperature 
the time before the injection, for from twenty- 
four forty-eight hours. cases with such strong 
reaction, the treatment should commenced with 
very small doses tuberculin, even with little 
one-tenth milligram and given once week, 
and slowly increased.

increasing the amount tuberculin, and the fre- 
quency the injections. believe that the desire 
going ahead too fast one the chief reasons 
that brought the hypodermic injections tuberculin 
into discredit. the other hand, when slowly and 
carefully increased, tuberculin undoubtedly 
most efficacious remedial agent tuberculosis, even 
when used hypodermically. Its efficiency marked- 
increased, however, when introduced intra- 
venously, and this the point this present paper. 
trying hurry the treatment, the effect not 
only bad, but the patients become discouraged and 
disgusted with the disagreeable reactions and wish 
stop. Therefore, patience and judgment in- 
creasing the amount tuberculin matter the 
highest importance. 

The patients with medium reaction develop 
their fever about two six hours after the injec- 
tion, and the temperature goes from 101 degrees 
102 degrees. After twenty-four hours there 
more fever. these cases generally start 
with one-fifth milligram and inject about every 
fifth day. 

the cases the third group with weak reaction, 
there usually only increase fever about 
one one and one-half degrees, and the fever does 
not show until about eighteen hours after the injec- 
tion, and does not last longer than about six hours. 
The cases the last class are mostly incipient 
tuberculosis. continue with one-third milli- 
gram until there more reaction, and then in- 
crease the dose gradually, giving two injections per 
week from the start. 

soon get reaction during the treat- 
ment, back again the dose which used 
just before, and also let few days more than usual 
pass before inject again. The chief point for 
good result the ability use much tuberculin 
the patient will stand, inject often possi- 
ble, but avoid reaction during the treatment. 
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the majority cases the reaction after the 
trial injection has been very rapid and strong. The 
cases with weak reaction are rare, most patients 
who have symptoms tuberculosis sufficiently out- 
spoken make them consult physician, are usually 
not the incipient stage. few cases with 
weak reaction which have had under treat- 
ment, are patients who came account 
other troubles, and beginning tubercular infection 
was found one the apices during the examina- 
tion. Cases very advanced stage consump- 
tion, such would, according the usual 
classification, designate cases the third stage 
tuberculosis, have not treated. the same 
time have, you will see the report cases, 
treated number patients who made very bad 
impression the first examination. Even those 
cases, however, the result has been very encour- 
aging. Most cases have been pulmonary 
tuberculosis. The following case serves for illus- 
tration: 

woman, twenty-six years age, consulted 
account cough and loss weight about 
fifteen pounds. had been several cases 
tuberculosis the family. Besides the cough and 
loss weight, there was general weakness, tubercle 
bacilli were found the sputum; she had night 
sweats, and the evening temperature ran de- 
degrees The physical examination revealed dull- 
ness over the right apex, extending down front 
the third rib; sharp breathing during expiration 
over the right upper lobe, and rales, which were 
not very pronounced quiet breathing, but became 
very pronounced after coughing. The trial injection 
strong reaction, six hours afterward there was 
fever degrees and ten hours afterwards 104 
degrees; that lasted for four hours. 
hours after the injection the patient still had 
temperature degrees and thirty-six hours af- 
ter the injection the thermometer registered de- 
grees, after which the thermometer returned 
the same character before the injection. After 
this the patient was given three injections one- 
fifth milligram every fifth day. After this the 
dose was increased slowly but steadily every fifth 
day for about six weeks. From this time she 
received injections twice weekly. about three 
months there was more fever and all the other 
symptoms had disappeared. There was increase 
weight eighteen pounds, and after about four 
months treatment the physical examination 
the chest elicited abnormal symptoms. This 
case, well the other few cases mentioned here 
especially interesting, are more exactly describea 
the extended report cases given the end 
this paper. 

Especially noteworthy case tubercular 
pleurisy followed tuberculosis the peritoneum 
with very marked ascites. The patient was first 
operated upon Dr. Fehleisen, and then referred 
for treatment the pulmonary condition. 
For the past three and one-half years since the con- 
clusion this treatment the patient has shown 

Another case especial interest tu- 
bercular ulcers the intestinal tract. This patient 
was seen Dr. Lewitt and microscopical 
examination was made Dr. Ebright, who found 
tubercle bacilli the feces. was able con- 
firm the diagnosis these pa- 
tient had lost about forty-five pounds 
had diarrhoea with more less blood and some 
disagreeable hemorrhages from the ulcers which 
were the colon, and was naturally very weak 
and emaciated condition. was unable leave 
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his bed, which had been confined for three 
months. The effect the tuberculin injections 
was remarkable, and the general improvement start- 
immediately after the first injection. The ap- 
petite returned, the night sweats stopped, the diarr- 
hoea and the blood the movements gradually dis- 
appeared. In-the first two months the patient gained 
twenty-four pounds, and now appears ex- 
cellent condition, and has gained forty-eight pounds 
all. still improving strength and weight 
under the treatment. This case, well 
next following, should, however, watched for 
some time longer, but the excellent and immediate 
result the treatment induced mention them 
you this preliminary report. 

The second case that Chinese woman 
about thirty years age, who had been suffering 
for quite time with tuberculosis the right upper 
lobe, and tubercular ulcers, the vocal chords. 
The microscopical examination the sputum had 
previously been made Professor Ophuls, whose 
report given the end this paper. This pa- 
tient has been observed with Dr. Pischel. 
When first saw the patient, the symptoms 
phthisis were very evident; the patient had lost con- 
siderably weight; she coughed continually 
raised great amount characteristic sputum, 
which was tinged with blood and full tubercle 
bacilli. Besides, the patient had night sweats, and 
grees, and had suffered from several very dan- 
gerous hemorrhages. before remarked, this pa- 
tient has not been observed long enough rated 
cured because she still under treatment, but the 
improvement has already been marked that 
consider the case worth mentioning you. The 
fever disappeared three weeks after commencing the 
injections; there were more night sweats; the 
cough and the expectoration were considerably less 
and there was more blood the sputum; the ap- 
petite had increased and there was gain weight 
fourteen pounds. With this change 
came improvement the condition the throat 
and the lung. The report Dr. Pischel, concern- 
ing the very good result regard the tu- 
bercular condition the throat given the 
end, case No. 30. has been gradual 
pearance the rales and their stead there 
sharp breathing with inclination towards bronchial 
breathing during expiration, which gradually 
growing softer. 


you will see from these few cases, the amounts 
tuberculin using for injection are not 
large the doses that are frequently used for hypo- 
dermic injections. some cases went 
two centigrams, and that the largest dose 
have ever used. patients whom could after- 
wards send the country for few months, the 
treatment was usually continued for about one 
two months after the disappearance the symp- 
toms and clearing the lungs. those cases 
which could not the country, the injections 
were kept for about three months longer. 
unnecessary mention here that all the patients 
were impressed with the great importance the 
fresh air treatment, and that wherever could 
carried out the two treatments were combined. All 
other known means combatting tuberculosis were 
also taken advantage of, such rules diet and 
hygiene, and the use proper drugs. con- 
sidered especially important pay great deal at- 
tention the fever. Wherever was possible, 
sent patients who had any time the day 
temperature 100 degrees more, bed and 
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let them stay there for from two four weeks. The 
absolute rest bed great help such cases, 
and especially when the rest taken the fresh 
air sanitorium for tuberculosis. 

comparing the intravenous injections tuber- 
culin with hypodermic injections, can asserted 
that the much more rapid and stronger reaction 
the intravenous injections bear relationship 
the good results obtained. From personal ex- 
perience can state that the reaction the hypo- 
dermic injection great deal slower, and the re- 
sults have not been nearly encouraging the 
cases which give you this paper, and which were 
treated intravenous injections. Besides this chief 
difference, there are several other advantages the 
intravenous injections, for instance the duration 
the treatment, which shorter than the duration 
the treatment with hypodermic injections. One 
the most encouraging reports cases treated 
with hypodermic injections appeared the last De- 
cember number the Munich Medical Weekly 
Dr. Krause, one the physicians the well known 
Brehmer’s Sanatorium. reports four cases, but 
only one them had well marked fever before the 
treatment, and the results there obtained were not 
nearly good cases. also complained 
that all his cases, the rule hypodermic in- 
jections tuberculin, the local reaction was most 
disagreeable and painful, and lasted sometimes sev- 
eral weeks, and frequently appeared the site 
the previous injections, with every new injection. 
This disagreeable feature not present 
method injecting; the 
properly given, absolutely painless, and never 
causes local irritation. 

some instances, you will see the report 
cases given the end this paper, the result 
has been remarkable regard its rapidity. 
have also noticed that after injecting few weeks, 
there was sometimes tendency pulmonary 
cases again expectorate little bloody sputum, 
which may have been caused hyperemia the 
diseased tissue, which precedes the definite restora- 
tion the normal condition. have one case now 
under observation with Dr. Fehleisen illustrating 
this point. The patient has tubercular fistula 
above the rectum, which was operated upon about 
eight months ago. The fistula did not heal, and 
started make intravenous injections. After 
about two months the fistula showed tendency 
bleed, process similar the bloody sputum 
some pulmonary cases. 


far have not observed any relapses any 
patients. course, repeat again that 
well aware the fact that all cases tubercu- 
losis should observed good deal longer than 
two three years, before definite judgment 
any method treatment can passed, but 
have said before, results far have been ex- 
tremely encouraging, and that the reason why 
consider right read this paper you today 
and recommend the intravenous injection tu- 
berculin your careful investigation and ju- 
dicious trial.

action. Beginning treatment with one-tenth mil- 
ligram tuberculin; absolute bed for four 
weeks; after three months more fever night 
sweats; very little sputum and cough; gain weight 
eighteen pounds; after six months more symp- 
toms any kind; patient gained thirty-two pounds 
altogether; went work the country. 


Case 17. May, 1904; woman, years; mar- 
ried, has one child and pregnant the sixth 
month. Cough and sputum for about two months; 
night sweats; loss weight sixteen pounds. Ex- 
amination: Tubercle bacilli; dullness right upper 
lobe; sharp inspiratory act and prolonged sharp ex- 
piratory act with dry and moist rales; temperature

berculin; highest temperature, 103.8; disappearance 
reaction after thirty-six hours. Beginning 
treatment with one-tenth milligram euberculin; 
after three months disappearance night sweats, 
fever and sputum; increase weight ten pounds. 
After the confinement, increased cough and spu- 
tum; again night sweats and temperatures the af- 
ternoon 101.4 for several weeks; loss weight 
eight pounds; examined with Dr. 
tient went the country beginning 1905; cough 
and sputum continues; began the injections again 
April, 1905; after three months disappearance 
symptoms, increase weight fourteen pounds. 
Patient showed slight dullness right apex and 
sharp breathing with small rales during expiration. 
While the general condition good, this condition 
over the lung continues and about the same 
the present time without any tendency progress, 
but patient has not been taking her treatments reg- 
ularly. 


Case 18. Saleswoman, years old. years 
ago “abscess operation; afterwards 
stomach trouble, which seems have been 
nervous character; insomnia and attacks severe 
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headaches. Three years ago, miscarriage; after- 
wards two operations and rest bed for three 
months; weight 137 pounds; one year ago influenza; 
afterwards cough, expectoration, shortness breath 
and heart palpitations; the last nine weeks fever 
the afternoon, night sweats, decrease weight 
115 pounds. Examination, September, 1904: In- 
filtration both apices with sharp breathing and 
moist and dry rales during expiration; tubercle bacil- 
li; trial injection one-third milligram tubercu- 
lin; highest temperature six hours after injection, 
104.2; reaction disappeared after forty hours. Af- 
ter treatment seven months and half, disap- 
pearance symptoms; weight, 142, five pounds 
more than patient has weighed for the last ten 
years; condition lungs normal. Patient went 
the country afterwards for six weeks and has been 
well ever since. 

Case 19. Patient years old; case 
berculosis his family his recollection. Con- 
tracted syphilis ten years ago, which was treated 
Portland and which more symptoms could 
found. About nine months ago severe cold, af- 
terwards cough, which persisted, with considera- 
ble expectoration, loss weight twenty-six 
pounds; the last two months evening 
night sweats. Examination, February, 
ness the left apex the second rib; sharp breath- 
ing during inspiration, prolonged expiration with 
dry rales the end the expiration; trial injection 
one-third milligram tuberculin; highest tem- 
perature after eight hours, 103.4; disappearance 
reaction after thirty hours. Beginning treatment 
with one-sixth milligram tuberculin; absolute rest 
bed for four weeks. After four months more 
symptoms; gain weight twenty-eight pounds. 
Patient weighs more now than ever his life; feels 
well; after the last injection went Santa Cruz 
mountains and stayed there for couple months. 
Last examination, two weeks ago, gives normal con- 
ditions. 

Case 20. February, 1905; servant girl, years 
old. Cough, sputum, tinged with blood; night 
sweats; loss weight fifteen pounds; general 
weakness and shortness breath. Examination: 
Tubercle bacilli; afternoon temperature, 100.2; infil- 
tration both upper lobes; moist rales, sharp in- 
spiration and prolonged sharp and partly vesico- 
bronchial expiration; trial injection one-third mil- 
ligram tuberculin; highest temperature, 103.5; dis- 
appearance reaction thirty hours after injection. 
Beginning treatment with one-tenth milligram 
tuberculin; after three months, more sputum 
night sweats; gained ten pounds; little dry 
cough left; disappearance catarrhal conditions 
over the lungs; after four months more symp- 
toms; injections stopped August, 1905. 

Case 21. Patient years old; father died 
phthisis. Twelve years ago patient had lung trouble, 
expectorated blood, sometimes continually from four 
five hours; weight went down 106 pounds; 
went Los Angeles for one year and half and 
expectorated blood there, but gained weight af- 
terwards 138 pounds. came San Fran- 
cisco and lost pounds; one year ago new at- 
tack hemoptosis; ever since cough, which be- 
came considerably worse the last year. First ex- 
amination, July, 1905. Besides systolic murmer 
the heart, dullness the right upper lobe down 
the third rib; sharp breathing with prolonged 
expiration the right upper lobe; rales partly moist 
and partly dry which became very outspoken after 
coughing; also sharp breathing with some rales 
the left lower lobe; sputum has tubercle bacilli; 
night sweats; loss weight pounds; voice hoarse; 
evening temperatures 100 degrees. Patient has 
been treated Dr. Pischel account the throat. 
First injection one-third milligram; six hours after- 
ward fever 104 degrees; after thirty-six hours 
disappearance reaction. Beginning treatment 
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with one-eighth milligram tuberculin; after three 
months’ treatment disappearance all symptoms, 
gain weight 138 pounds, more night sweats, 
more cough and sputum, voice normal, general 
condition excellent; condition over the lung, with 
exception light dullness the right apex, nor- 
mal. Patient has been well ever since. This pa- 
tient showed, immediately after the injection, 
swelling the mucous membranes the throat, 
which sometimes such extent that could 
scarcely talk, and was hard for him breathe 
for few minutes. After about one dozen injec- 
tions this symptom had disappeared. 

Case 22. Young lady, years old. Eight years 
ago that time tuberculosis the 
left lung was diagnosed; best weight afterwards, 
106 pounds; the present time pounds. 
Three members the family the mother died 
tuberculosis. the last six months cough, 
pectoration, night sweats and slight fever the 
afternon Patient feels very weak and tired, 
and complains shortness breath. Examina- 
tion, July, 1905, shows tuberculosis the left upper 
lobe, sharp and prolonged expiration with moist and 
dry rales; tubercle bacilli. hours after trial 
injection one-third milligram tuberculin, tem- 
four hours after injection. Beginning treatment 
with one-fifth milligram. Examination October: 
Disappearance symptoms; patient went south; 
has been well ever since. 


Case 23. Woman, years old. For about 
three months cough with expectoration, and the 
last sweats and afternoon tempera- 
ture 99.8. One uncle died tuberculosis. Pa- 
tient feels very weak and tired and complains 
shortness breath. Patient lost considerably 
weight and now weighs 115 pounds. Examination, 
August, 1905: Dullness right apex with sharp 
and prolonged expiration and rales after coughing; 
tubercle bacilli. Trial injection one-third milligram 
tuberculin; highest temperature, 103.4 degrees 
twelve hours after injection; disappearance fever 
thirty hours afterwards. After treatment three 
months, more fever and night sweats; more 
cough and sputum; the lungs entirely 


tient weighs 138 pounds; treatment continued three 
months longer. 


Case 24. Contractor, years old. Attack 
dysentery July, 1904, which lasted about three 
months. October, 1905, diarrhoea with blood 
movements; patient was forced stay bed ever 
since and got only couple times for few 
hours; since end December severe pains abdo- 
men and continual vomiting spells. Examination, 
January, 1906; weight, pounds; patient very 
weak and emaciated; four six movements daily, 
with mucous and blood; night sweats. This patient 
has been seen Dr. Lewitt. Microscopical ex- 
amination feces Dr. George Ebright, 
December 27, 1905, shows tubercle bacilli. Dr. Eb- 
right’s diagnosis was “tubercular ulcers the small 
intestine high the colon.” agreed with the 
diagnosis Dr. Lewitt and myself. Trial injection 
one third milligram tuberculin; highest tem- 
perature, 103.4 degrees sixteen hours after injec- 
tion; disappearance reaction forty hours after 
injection. April Ist patient had gained forty-two 
pounds; one normal .bowel movement daily without 
blood mucous; appetite excellent; patient has been 
out bed for about one month and the pres- 
time attending his business; feels well and 
appears perfect health. Still under treat- 
ment. 


Case 25. Chinese woman, years old; father 
died tuberculosis the throat. First symptoms 
tuberculosis ’98; that time hemoptosis which 
lasted two weeks, more less, with interruptions. 
Observed Dr. Cheney. Patient went Salt Lake 
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afterwards, stayed there nine months; felt well af- 
terwards, until October, 1904; then cough, night 
sweats and frequently sputum tinged with blood. 
February, 1905, very bad hemoptosis; June, 1905, 
bloody sputum for four days; since then bloody 
sputum every day more less; three months ago 
pains swallowing and hoarseness. Examination 
January, 1906: Dullness right apex, sharp breath- 
ing during inspiration and prolonged sharp breathing 
with bronchial tendency during expiration; moist 
and dry rales. Trial injection one-third milligram 
tuberculin; highest temperature, 103.2 degrees 
eight hours after injection; disappearance reac- 
tion after twenty-eight hours. Beginning treat- 
ment with one-fifth milligram tuberculin. After 
two months, gain weight fourteen pounds; 
night sweats have disappeared; very little cough 
and sputum; only some sharp breathing end 
expiratory act. throat, according 
report Dr. Pischel, have disappeared. 

Report Dr. Pischel: Mrs. K.; February, 
1906. Vocal cords injected, rough, and posterior 
wall flat ulcer. Cannot speak above whisper; 
swallowing painful. After application men- 
thol-anesthesin emulsion, the patient able eat 
for few hours. Every few days the larynx being 
touched with lactic acid. 

March Throat feels perfectly well. March 16. 
find case-book: vocal cords still injected, 
but nearly smooth; posterior wall smooth; voice 
slightly husky.

ALL PROPHYLACTIC MEASURES 
THE PREVENTION PULMO- 
NARY TUBERCULOSIS.*

disease which far back medical records 
has always held the post dishonor the head 
the mortality tables the human race; physical 
widespread that one investigator, Nae- 
geli, claims that some time during life per 
cent. all persons are infected therefrom; scourge 
that the present time responsible for one out 
every ten deaths from all causes; plague which 
the United States annually carries premature 
graves total more than 150,000 persons, which 
lives expressed from the standpoint dollars and 
cents means financial loss our country more 
than 300 million dollars yearly; disease which 
our own State California responsible for loss 
eight million dollars annually, that destroys 
four thousand lives every twelve months, loss 
life which gives the Golden State the highest 
tuberculosis mortality percentage the Union, 
whereas its climatic, industrial and sociologic con- 
ditions should give almost the 
disease this, threadbare though discussion its 
various phases may be, needs apology for having 
centered upon the continued consideration 
organization such the Medical Society the 
State California, organization that has its 
being, and which holds its annual meetings for the 
purpose aiding its members, individually and col- 
lectively, gain knowledge and strength their 
fight against man’s mortal enemies. And these 
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enemies the life man, none takes precedence 
over the great white plague. 


The thought which this paper would bring for- 
ward and emphasize that the most important 
all measures the prevention tuberculosis, 
far regards effective results, thoroughness and 
feasibility, are compulsory registration and fumiga- 
tion; further, that compulsory registration and fu- 
migation are the foundations upon which any elab- 
orate superstructure prophylaxis which might 
brought forward, must necessity stand; and last- 
ly, that the institution these important and much 
needed measures must and should come about 
through the Medical Society the State Cali- 
fornia and its subordinate organizations, the various 
county medical associations the commonwealth. 


Speaking generally, the prevention disease 
warfare against its causes; and the causes tu- 
berculosis, like other germ diseases, are two 
classes: One, the accessory predisposing causes 
all those etiological factors that make human 
being more favorable host victim the second 
exciting specific cause, the germ itself; the 
micro-organism fault the “great white plague” 
being the bacillus tuberculosis Robert Koch. 


That diminuation the amount tuberculo- 
sis morbidity and mortality would result from the 
elimination the accessory predisposing factors 
those causes which debilitate the individual, 
one will deny. vital statistics large centers 
population, where housing and working condi- 
tions and modes living have been much improved 
during the last quarter century, fully attest 
this fact. But would foolish imagine that 
the human race will ever reach that much desired 
millennium, certainly that reach within 
the next ten, twenty thirty years, when because 
ideal environments and modes life, all men 
will endowed with physiological resistance 
more than sufficient enable their bodies bid de- 
fiance pathogenic micro-organisms. 


Distasteful though the acknowledgement may be, 
quite safe say that the overworked and un- 
derfed human beings who voluntarily neces- 
sity live overcrowded and underventilated work- 
shops and homes—from which class the vast ma- 
jority the victims the “great white plague” 
may said come—are not apt experience 
the next few years excessive amelioration the 
hardness their lot; for selfishness, ignorance and 
criminal carelessness remain, and give every prom- 
ise remaining for some time, mighty forces 
this world man. true that progress the 
way more hygienic workshops and homes, and 
the hours labor, constantly being made, but 
this progress not, the present time, and for 
some decades come will not sufficiently great 
anything but what might called minor 
factor scheme that would entirely prevent tu- 
berculosis. 


The fight against tuberculosis must, then, the 
first instance, fight against the exciting spe- 
cific cause the disease, the bacillus tuberculosis, 
and necessary, therefore, consider the sources 
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and the manner which this germ enters the 
human host and induces infection. 

concensus opinion among medical men to- 
day that the infection human with tu- 
berculosis can come from either bovine 
sources, the researches Koch and Shutz, however, 
indicating that only exceptional instances the 
infection traced cattle. Since the destruc- 
tion herds having the perlsucht would exceed- 
ingly costly, the efforts directed would hardly 
repaid, far decided diminution tubercu- 
losis morbidity and mortality are concerned, and 
decided reduction morbidity and 
mortality that for which the world striving. 

Robert Koch put this thought excellent form 
when the British Tuberculosis Congress 1902, 
which time promulgated his views that only 
rare instances was bovine tuberculosis transfer- 
able man, committed himself follows the 
concluding paragraph his paper: this con- 
nection, can only repeat what said Lon- 
don address 1901: The fight with tuberculosis 
must not fought wrong lines, have 
real result. must aim shutting off the chief, 
indeed may say almost the only source infec- 
tion. This those consumptives, who 
quence the unfavorable conditions under which 
they live because they obstinately set aside the 
simplest rules for the prevention infection, are 
danger their companions.” 

these few words Robert Koch, may say 
have the keynote our struggle against the 
great white plague. carry Koch’s thought fur- 
ther,. ask ourselves what special manner are 
these consumptives whom speaks, dangerous 
their fellows, and how, without being inhumane 
them, can eliminate them factors danger- 
ous the public health, particularly the public 
health our own State California? 

Consumptives are menace the health their 
fellows, because the sputum single such in- 
dividual may contain twenty-four hours not only 
millions but several billions the bacilli tuber- 
culosis. These bacilli, according the physical 
environment into which they are thrown, retain 
their virulence from few hours months; sputa 
cortaining the germs, losing its virulence few 
hours, exposed sunlight and air, but retaining 
its virulence for days even months, expecto- 
rated dark, damp rooms, where there little 
sunlight poor ventilation. Since the dried spu- 
tum the form dust may have myriads bacilli 
clinging it, easy understand how persons 
who occupy rooms beds recently vacated con- 
sumptives, must necessity inhale the germs, and 
these persons below par physically the germs 
unusual virulence, how such experience may 
lead infection. 

The sputum, then, the great majority in- 
the medium through which infection 
carried from one person another, and the task 
preventing the disease, therefore, 
rows itself into proposition rendering the spu- 
tum, and especially the sputum found unsanitary 
rooms where consumptives have lived, innocuous.

Keeping mind this most frequent all modes 
infection, easy understand why tuberculosis 
may justly styled both house and filth disease. 

Two ways suggest themselves whereby sputum 
can eliminated source infection: One, 
segregating consumptives and preventing their 
sputum from ever reaching their, yet, non-in- 
fected fellows; and two, non-segregating con- 
sumptives, but adopting such means will de- 
stroy the bacilli their dangerous excretions. 

moment’s thought will demonstrate the impos- 
sibility and impracticability the segregation 
large scale. California, 4,000 persons die from 
pulmonary tuberculosis every year, and make 
prophylaxis effective, these persons and 
twice many more who are the open stage 
the disease which bacilli are being constantly ex- 
pectorated, would have segregated; that is, 
placed special hospitals, sanatoriums camps. 
The four thousand the last stages the disease 
would need such institution for least 
one year. The remaining 8,000 might average six 
months. This makes allowance for the influx 
other consumptives from the East who would 
come here, such institutions were established, 
the hope obtaining free treatment favorable 
climate. other words, 8,000 beds would 
needed care for California’s tuberculous patients 
the segregation system prevention, and the 
equipment the institutions this capacity, even 
along the most economical tent cottage lines would 
cost about $300 bed, about $2,400,000, while 
the cost food and nursing could hardly brought 
below ten dollars per week for each patient, 
000 every week; that is, annual outlay $4,- 
160,000, making grand total expenses for the 
first year $6,560,000, figure generously ex- 
cessive, when contrasted with the actual resources 
our State treasury, the willingness our 
State legislators expend for such purpose, 
virtually preposterous. 

Such universal segregation system, granted the 
state could afford institute it, would strongly 
objected consumptives, their relatives and 
friends, since would mean dissolution family 
ties. Moreover, universal segregation could only 
carried out force and forcible segregation 
could not gain the sanction the law, since 
would not very difficult prove infringe- 
ment individual liberty. But even this segre- 
gation system, would necessary adopt com- 
pulsory registration and fumigation; the registra- 
tion that the consumptives could segregated, 
and fumigation, that the sputum could de- 
stroyed. The reason, fact, why there are fewer 
cases infection record sanatoria than with- 
out, almost entir-ly accounted for because the 

There remains considered, then, the only 
one other comprehensive method preventing tu- 
berculosis, and that is, the non-segregation plan 
where, however, the sputum robbed its danger 
other words, the non-segregation plan which has 
its basic principles compulsory registration and 
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fumigation. (As parts the system compul- 
sory registration and fumigation are included free 
sputum examinations city, county state health 
departments, not only facilitate earlier diagnosis, 
but repay the physicians part for the trouble 
they are put filling out the circulars the 
department and for fulfilling other requirements 
the law. Anti-spitting ordinances apply pub- 
lic sidewalks, vehicles and elevators are also in- 
cluded, since these measures have general educa- 
tional effect least.) 

Voluntary registration and fumigation need only 
mentioned dismissed, since reason and 
practice alike have proven them insufficient. 
Take Los Angeles, for instance. 1904, there 
were 645 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and 
probably four five times that number tubercu- 
lous sick the city, and yet there were only 206 
living cases the disease reported, percentage 
only per cent. those actually dying about 
per cent. those actually the city, and this, 
too, spite the fact that the health office made 
free sputum examinations. Moreover, voluntary 
notification, one layman cannot understand why 
tuberculosis his family should reported his 
physician, consumptive neighbor not re- 
ported brother physician. then, 
has thoroughly demonstrated the impracticability 
voluntary registration. 

The best way, and fact the only way, which 
educate the profession and laity the prophy- 
lactic value registration and fumigation measures 
making their use compulsory. other words, 
since passing the matter the voluntary action 
the part physicians and laity only demonstrates 
its mon-success, are forced resort demon- 
stration first and reason and explanation afterwards. 

The need for compulsory registration and fumi- 
gation great, the reasons for their adoption 
rational, their mode application through health 
departments and officials already existence 
feasible and could made economical and thor- 
ough, and the demonstration the cities that have 
used them convincing, that discussion 
their value and practicability really not pertinent 
the question before us. sense propo- 
sition try theoretical method, but one the prac- 
ticability which must once appeal all us. 

Herman Biggs, Medical Officer the De- 
partment Health New York City, whom 
the world indebted for the institution large 
scale the value compulsory registration and 
fumigation, made his first recommendation re- 
gard thereto early 1887. 1893, was able 
institute voluntary notification, and 1897 com- 
pulsory notification was established, the enforce- 
ment this last named method having become more 
stringent with each year, with the result that be- 
tween 1887 and 1902, New York has seen reduc- 
tion the total tuberculosis death rate per 
cent., most which reduction may fairly attrib- 
uted compulsory registration and fumigation. 
Berlin and other continental cities, recognizing the 
value the Biggs New York method com- 
pulsory registration and fumigation, have adopted 
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with equally excellent results. curious point 
connection with its adoption New York was that 
its strongest opponents first were the physicians, 
but personal experience with the system has placed 
them among the strongest supporters. 

reasonable assumption that tuberculosis 
cannot prevented large scale, unless the pub- 
lic health officials know where found and 
what persons are afflicted with it, and compulsory 
registration the only method that will give the 
authorities this information. premise makes 
necessary the conclusion that compulsory registra- 
tion then absolutely necessary, intelligent, ra- 
tional, prophylactic measures are carried out 
thorough and comprehensive manner. 

What, now, the terms compulsory registration 
and fumigation imply? 

Compulsory registration means: First, that every 
physician obligated report the health de- 
partment his city county every case tuber- 
culosis which comes under his care; second, that 
this information shall considered confidential and 
for the use the health department only, and that 
publicity shall attached thereto; third, that 
the physician states that the sanitary conditions 
are not bad, and that will verbally otherwise 
instruct his patient the dangers infection 
self and others and the means prevention thereof, 
his patient will manner approached the 
health department; fourth, that the physician ob- 
ligates himself report the department any 
change residence death patient, that 
fumigation room and furnishings may carried 
out the department; fifth, that every consump- 
physician who states hygienic conditions are bad, 
will visited deputy from the health depart- 
emnt, who will institute measures improve the 
sanitation, well instruct the patient means 
prevention; sixth, that placard ever placed 
the house, that publicity any kind ever 
given the case. 

brief, compulsory modification means that the 
health department enabled locate every person 
afflicted with tuberculosis, and hygenic conditions 
are bad, once rectify the same and keep pa- 
tient under surveillance; and hygenic conditions 
are good, then, fumigate and disinfect the room 
and furnishings when the patient moves some 
other locality dies. The system is, fact, noth- 
ing more than effort kindly, and without incon- 
venience, embarrassment, distress physician, 
patient friends, instruct the infected person, and 
those who come into intimate contact with him, 
the danger infection, and render inoper- 
ative those dangers care disposal and disin- 
fection sputum and fumigation room and 
furnishings proper intervals, all this being 
done without placard being placed the house 
any publicty being given the work. 

Since positively known that the great ma- 
jority consumptives were infected largely because 
the lack such measures, becomes inconceiv- 
able, not only why any one should object such 
measures any ground whatsoever, but further, 
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body medical men, such the members 
this Society, for instance, who know these truths, 
should hesitate institute steps that would bring 
into being these beneficent and much needed meas- 
ures. 

make compulsory registration and fumiga- 
tion positive preventative influence, the measures 
should made State laws, and their application 
made through State officials. This applies espe- 
cially California, where many consumptives 
from the East are found residing not only the 
large cities but the smaller towns and country 
districts, the danger those smaller places, pro- 
portion the number inhabitants, being almost 
great the larger municipalities. Public 
sentiment the Golden State, the comprehensive 
scope the method were explained the people, 
fully prepared for the adoption such measures. 
The attempt some our State legislators, few 
years ago, initiate State quarantine against 
Eastern consumptives foolish, impracticable and 
inhumane measure) evidence the feeling 
the lay citizens California that something should 
done protect the health native born and 
such citizens come here free from any taint 
the great white plague. 

San Francisco, Los Angeles, Sacramento, and 
other cities and towns throughout the State, all 
have their slum districts least their crowded, 
filthy quarters, where certain portion their citi- 
zens live. There doubt the writer’s mind, 
that careful investigation were made the 
distribution consumptives California’s cities, 
would found that the tuberculosis morbidity 
and mortality was highest where the crowding and 
filth conditions were greatest. Some investigations 
made him last year, shows that the Los Angeles 
wards having the highest mortality from tubercu- 
losis were wards seven and eight, ward seven hav- 
ing population per acre persons, and ward 
eight persons; but ward eight (the plaza 
district ward) al- 
though the density per acre was less, the houses 
were much more crowded and the filth conditions 
were greater, and this was reflected tuberculosis 
mortality rate 480 per 100,000 persons ward 
eight against rate 261 for ward seven. 
curious note, also, this conection, that the 
races having the highest mortality Los Angeles 
are the two races living under the most unsanitary 
conditions, viz: the Mexicans, who had death 
rate 770, and the had death rate 
650 per 100,000 persons. 

Let one, therefore, delude himself with the 
thought that California’s climate makes impossible 
the infection native born and healthy citizens. 
true that have ten twenty fold much 
tuberculosis within our State confines the present 
time than would existent under natural condi- 
tions, e., without the introduction exces- 
sive number consumptives from the East, but 
that only means that the danger infection, 
hygenic laws violated, thereby increased ten 
twenty fold.

owing the disgraceful lack building laws

The fact that the greater part California’s con- 
sumptive sick and dying are found Califor- 
nia’s most unsanitary houses, worthy emphasis 
and measures can ever reach those places ef- 
fectively and thoroughly can compulsory reg- 
istration and fumigation. Our state, county and 
city health officials can initiate these measures with- 
out much extra cost work. Compulsory registra- 
tion and fumigation needs for its inauguration 
machinery but what already existence. The 
largest proportion the work would fact 
done physicians. The only expense the state 
would the additional record books, perhaps 
mild increase clerk hire, and the cost fumiga- 
tion apparatus, disinfectants and deputies take 
charge this phase the work. entire an- 
nual cost could not run into very many thousands 
dollars. fact, ten thousand dollars yearly 
should ample start this work. 

And for this ten thousand dollars, know not 
how many human lives would saved. But grant- 
ing human life worth only $2,000 the state, 
ten lives were saved yearly, the state would not 
have spent the money vain. That more than 
ten persons are annually infected Los Angeles, 
there the writer’s mind not the least doubt. 
virtually per cent. the consumptives who 
die Los Angeles come from the filthy, unlicensed 
and non-regulated lodging houses, then per cent. 
the morbidity probably found such 
places. If, other words, six hundred more 
consumptives are constantly living half that num- 
ber houses Los Angeles, houses where there 
constant coming and going transients, how 
can escape the conclusion that native born and 
healthy citizens and visitors must constantly 
danger infection? there any reason why 
virulent germ placed under the same favorable en- 
vironment Los Angeles New York City 
should not just virulent the one place 
the other? may pleasant one’s feeling 
state loyalty and pride, imagine that Califor- 
nia’s climate has this wonderful power virulence 
reduction, but certainly neither logical nor 
scientific make such statement. 

addition the lives saved compulsory reg- 
istration and fumigation (we cannot even approx- 
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imate the number scientifically, since our ignorance 
the situation, through lack proper statutes 
which base conclusions), the system would 
the most powerful factor that could brought for- 
ward the way educating the citizens this 
great commonwealth their proper attitude to- 
ward the disease. Compulsory registration and fu- 
would once reach all consumptives, 
condition sought for above all others, and be- 
cause have many consumptives our state, 
the methods and meaning preventive measures 
would soon knowledge possessed all citizens. 

And necessary corollary this knowledge, 
would follow more intelligent interest and 
demand for all hygienic and sanitary measures 
whatever, nature. 

Have any right ask for greater benefits 
than these? Are there any other measures that 
could nearly much? There can only one 
answer, and that the negative. 

Gentlemen the Medical Society the State 
California, are both citizens and med- 
ical practitioners under obligations the people 
this state take hand the solution this 
problem. may truthfully said Los Ange- 
les, and believe holds equally for San Fran- 
cisco and the other cities the state, that our large 
amount tuberculosis morbidity and mortality has 
become real and serious menace the public 
health our commonwealth, and high time 
begin efforts that will get the situation well 
hand. 

other prophylactic measures intended com- 
bat tuberculosis can begin compare scope, prac- 
ticability and efficiency compulsory registration 
and fumigation. have been tried and have 
more than fulfilled expectations. New York 
and Berlin and other continental cities needed them, 
California may said need them almost more. 
The time has come when they should brought 
into being the Golden State, and seems 
that organization our state can claim good 
right record their favor this Society 
which session the present time. The Med- 
ical Society the State California, 
should look upon such action not only duty, but 
privilege and honor, privilege and honor 
which should longer postponed. 


RESUME WORK SANITATION 
PERFORMED THE SAN FRANCISCO 
BOARD HEALTH, FROM APRIL 18, 
1906, DATE.* 

HASSLER, D., San Francisco. 


Each one sufficiently familiar with the memor- 
abie events April 18th, that requires re- 
view that period for the purposes this paper. 
While chaos reigned throughout the city, and 
would appear that each man attended his 
own interests justified, yet the lasting 
credit the inspectors the department public 
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health, actuated with one accord, they reported 
for duty within one hour the disaster. The city 
was arbitrarily districted and each district placed 
charge inspector who was directed secure 
volunteers, which was done. Squads were detailed 
rope off walls and buildings that were imme- 
diate danger collapse, and other groups were sta- 
tioned along the fire line assist the work 
rescue injured and dead. 

April 19th temporary quarters for the de- 
partment public health were established La- 
guna street, and from this point the work sani- 
tation began. 

The squares, public parks and vacant lots were 
packed with the stricken multitude, and without 
sanitary conveniences any kind. While they were 
ably protected the military, without whom 
would have been impossible successfully cope 
with the situation this period, still the gravest 
condition presented itself. Sick and well were con- 
fusedly packed together; water supply cut off; 
sewers broken and protection from the elements, 
which were unusually severe for this time the 
year. The medical profession this city realizing 
the danger, came quickly and voluntarily head- 
quarters offering their services, and were immedi- 
ately added the regular staff. Details were ar- 
ranged for the segregation and care the sick and 
injured the various camps, and the isolation 
all those suffering with contagious disease. Provi- 
sion was also made for the re-establishing the 
water supply, and the construction latrines. 

Conferences were planned and meetings arranged 
President Ward the Board Health for 
special health commission, which consisted rep- 
resentatives from the United States Army; the Pub- 
lic Health and Marine Hospital Service; the State 
Board Health, and the Board Health this 
City and County. These meetings were held two 
and three times day, and ways and means were 
devised for the proper protection the people and 
the rehabilitation sanitary conditions. 

Hospitals and dispensaries were organized and 
established. Damaged hospitals were repaired im- 
mediately, and this end large force skilled 
labor was summoned and materials placed their 
command complete the work. locations 
these hospitals and dispensaries were given the 
public through the medium the press and the 
bureaus general information. 


call was made for plumbers for the purpose 
making house-to-house inspection; shut off 
the water houses where the pipes were found 
broken; seal the toilets; make temporary re- 
pairs sewers and pipes, and assist the 
Valley Water Company stopping the leaks, and 
make possible re-establish the water supply; 
638 men were thus employed. 

Then came the districting the city into three 
great sanitary districts, each charge physi- 
cian, who appointed his corps for the control the 
sub-districts, and reports the work performed 
daily were forwarded the Board Health. 


Disinfecting crews, consisting team, several 
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laborers, disinfectants and appurtenances for the 
digging latrines, and the collecting debris and 
refuse and placing where could removed 
the scavengers, were organized. Householders were 
notified place their garbage barrels the curb 
and for period thirty days, average 200 
teams and 225 men were engaged this work. 
This was free cost the citizen. 

serious difficulty confronted the city this 
time, that the Sanitary Reduction Works, where 
all garbage had previously been incinerated, was 
total wreck. For period ten days the city’s 
garbage was taken the burned district and 
effort was made incinerate it; this, however, 
proved unsuccessful, and finally arrangements were 
completed for its disposal sea means 
barges. average 700 loads were removed 
daily. Considering the destruction the system 
the disposal garbage; the entire population 
cooking the streets; these streets filled with debris 
all kinds; teams and wagons difficult hire, 
stupendous task was undertaken and accomplished 
meeting and successfully coping with the above 
conditions. 

For the first twelve days after the earthquake 
and fire there were 509 dead animals removed from 
various parts the city, including the burned area. 
These were incinerated. the succeeding 
months date, over 700 dead horses have been dis- 
posed like manner. 

Beginning almost immediately with the establish- 
ment camps, and the dealing rations, was 
vigilant inspection all food supplies. the 
first August, 106,021 pounds beef, veal, mut- 
ton, lamb, pork, fish, poultry, and many sacks 
vegetables and boxes fruit were condemned and 
destroyed unfit for food. Coincident with the 
closing saloons unusually large number re- 
freshment stands opened for business all sections 
the city. These stands offered for sale princi- 
pally soda waters and product called “cider.” 
these liquids were manufactured, the department 
was interested the purity the ingredients. Sam- 
ples from each manufacturer were submitted the 
chemical and bacteriological laboratories. The find- 
ings the chemist revealed the fact that the soda 
waters were colored and flavored with coal tar ex- 
tracts and dyes, and sweetened with saccharine. 
The was concoction tartaric acid, citric 
acid and coal tar dyes. The quantity tartaric 
acid some instances ran high grains 
the five ounces, which the usual amount served 
five-cent glass. The report the bacteriologist 
showed these products run exceptionally high 
bacteria; many cases fermenting gas, and grow- 
ing upon Parietti and Ellsner’s media, which war- 
ranted the conclusion that the water, which formed 
the base these drinks, was contaminated, that 
gross carelessness prevailed the cleaning the 
containers used the manufacturers. Board 
Health, realizing the seriousness this situation, 
ordered the suspension the manufacture the 
products and the withdrawal from sale all that 
was upon the market that time. This led the 
condemnation, single day, ninety barrels 
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and several hundred boxes mixed soft 
drinks. Subsequently soda waters were permitted 
sold manufactured from distilled boiled 
waters, and providing further that saccharine and 
coal tar colors omitted. 

Special vigilance was maintained over the milk 
supply. addition the quantity produced 
this city and county, 80,000 gallons was about the 
daily average shipped from outside counties San 
Francisco, and owing the fact that the lines 
communication were disorganized engaged 
giving their sole attention transportation refu- 
gees and relief stores, milk famine seemed immi- 
nent. condition was aggravated the prob- 
lem obtaining milk cans, thousands which had 
been destroyed, and many those left were seized 
the homeless for cooking purposes. Los Angeles 
and other. neighboring cities contributed this be- 
half until supply was obtained from the Eastern 
markets. average 250 local dairies dairy 
depots are carefully inspected each month, and close 
watch kept over them see that the cans and bot- 
tles are properly scalded and washed. sample 
the water supply each depot and dairy the 
county, submitted monthly the laboratory for 
examination, and where such water shows suspi- 
cion contamination, the source supply sealed 
and the use the water prohibited. addition, 
careful inquiry instituted regarding the existence 
any contagious disease occurring among the em- 
ployees the dairy members their families, 
and special report each dairy visited filed 
the inspector daily. 

Three thousand one hundred and twelve new 
structures were passed upon the plumbing in- 
spectors the Board Health, and 183,610 linear 
feet soil and sewer pipe were tested during the 
months May, June and July; 1,132 complaints 
defective plumbing were investigated and abated. 
The department having but four men the field 
for this work, the magnitude these figures can 
appreciated only those familiar with such work. 

The Board Health also maintains supervision 
over the baths and laundries, two trained in- 
spectors devote their entire time the disinfection 
and fumigation places where contagious diseases 
have existed. 

Uppermost the mind the board was the ques- 
tion the water supply. Within three days after 
the fire notices boil all drinking water were 
posted the camps and other conspicuous places. 
first these notices were made piece board 
shingle with marking pot and brush; later, 
printed circulars, cards were dis- 
tributed. 

The department was dilemma. Our means 
for the examination water, milk and food-stuffs 
were totally destroyed, and like condition existed 
nearly every other available public private lab- 
oratory, and analytical work seemed out the 
question. emergency, however, was met 
erecting tent Golden Gate Park temporary 
bacteriological laboratory, and the equipment neces- 
sary perform the work was supplied through the. 
courtesy the Hahnemann Hospital. The College 
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Agriculture the University California very 
generously placed their laboratory the disposal 
the Board Health, thus making possible for 
chemical examination water, milk, etc. 

During the past three months 145 chemical and 
225 bacteriological examinations water alone 
were made. 

The first weeks following the disaster found 
Spring Valley water high albumenoid ammo- 
nia, nitrites, nitrates and chlorine; high bacteria 
and fermenting considerable gas, proving that 
reason the disturbance there had been some con- 
tamination the water mains. Careful investiga- 
tion was then made the waters stored the lakes 
Pilacitas, San Andreas and Crystal Springs, also 
from the pumping station Niles. The waters 
from these sources supply were found potable. 
The repair work the mains the Spring Valley 
people was rapidly progressing, and owing the 
immense number leaks the various sections 
the city, the water system received very thorough 
flushing, and subsequent examinations the water 
showed decided improvement. 

the latter part the month May grave 
suspicion again rested upon the water, which led 
the belief that the reservoirs were filled with water 
from North and South Merced Lakes and from 
Lake Honda, which waters have shown the 
many examinations made, high albumenoid 
ammonia, chlorine and sometimes high nitrites 
and nitrates, due probably the insanitary condi- 
tion the surrounding watersheds and contamina- 
tion from surface sewers. 

The waters from these sources have been declared 
unfit for human consumption, and condemned 
the Board Health. The Spring Valley was noti- 
fied that exception would made the event 
great emergency which would render its use neces- 
sary for fire purposes. 

Weekly, from six seven sections the city and 
county, bi-monthly, from the different reservoirs, 
the water has been examined, and instance, 
except relation Lakes Merced and Honda, was 
found not potable. 

The prevention disease the first thought 
the mind the medical man and certainly the rea- 
son for the existence the Board Health; hence, 
wherever large bodies people are congregated, 
whether the result calamity, some ar- 
ranged plan centralization, the prime factor for 
consideration the elimination contagious dis- 
ease. That this more difficult where such aggre- 
gations are the outcome disaster obvious, for 
the problem concerns not only the unfortunates, but 
the environs the unaffected. 

April 18th there were sixty-five cases vari- 
ola the Isolation Hospital, and seven eight 
patients quarantined private houses. The num- 
ber cases diphtheria, scarlet fever and measles 
was comparatively small. The typhoid fever cases 
numbered seven, apparently very low record and 
due the fact that reports this disease are sel- 
dom received from the profession. already stated 
rigid inspection was inaugurated the outset 
locate and place under control the developed cases, 
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and every effort exhausted track and keep under 
observation the contacts. With people quartered 
every available park, lot street, and hundreds 
crowded basements, stables and like places, the 
task was tremendous. Personal responsibility and 
thought self were submerged, doubt due 
the terrors they had faced the losses sustained. 
Another source menace was class misguided 
people who have faith the doctrine Escu- 
lapius, but treat their sick after the manner 
dogma. this the case refugee 
living Page street, who was chance found 
the street suffering with variola, and the ad- 
vanced stage desquamation. this time was 
engaged peddling doughnuts the various camps. 
was quarantined his residence, but too late, 
for not only did every one the fifteen inmates, 
all the same cult, fall victims this disease, but 
forty other cases are directly traceable him. 
day have but ten cases variola the hospital. 
Typhoid fever was all times the disease that 
received the major share attention from the 
standpoint prophylaxis, being the sequence log- 
ically expected complete revolution the 
mode living the population entire city, 
and to-day the disease principally considered 
the Board Health. attempt eliminate the 
danger infection water, which naturally sus- 
was the first work. careful and thor- 
ough inspection foodstuffs followed. la- 
trines, which numbered hundreds every conceiv- 
able part the city, were systematically disinfected, 
with view limiting the menace from flies. 
During the month May recorded sixty 
cases typhoid, fifteen which had their origin 
Tennessee Camp, the Presidio Reservation. 
Anticipating the probability epidemic, the 
Joint Board Commission erected Golden Gate 
Park contagious pavilion, which was intended 
used wholly for typhoid patients. This, how- 
ever, has never been opened, for the reason that, 
beginning with the first week June, perceptible 
decline cases was noticeable. the end June 
the total for the month numbered thirty-five. This 
marked reduction and the reports from the labora- 
tories water and milk was certainly reassuring. 
About this time the disinfecting squads were divert- 
from the latrine work for the purpose moving 
and concentrating small camps refugees. This 
work was continued until about the middle July, 
when the situation again became alarming ac- 
count the multiplication typhoids reported. 
order that there should error diagnosis 
cases reported, Widal test and diazo reaction were 
requested every instance, and possible leuko- 
cyte count, before the report was accepted ty- 
phoid. The chemical and bacteriological findings 
the water again submitted proved negative, and 
yet the number cases daily increased. review 
the ground revealed that some other factor was 
responsible for the continued spread the disease. 
Inspection showed that the large public relief kit- 
chens located the camps were unscreened and 
open the dirt, dust and invasion from flies; myr- 
iads the latter were found every portion 
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and upon everything these kitchens. many 
instances latrines were not far distant, and these 
were likewise uncovered and uncreened. Investiga- 
tion and inquiry proved that many refugees were 
careless the disposal excreta, throwing 
adjacent surface soil. This became added men- 
ace, quite number the cases were the am- 
bulatory type. From one such patient whose tent 
was Garfield Square were traced twelve cases. 

not intended claim that the camps 
camp kitchens are the only source infection, al- 
though 151 cases are directly traceable camps; 
cases sources outside the city and county, 
and nearly are case case infection and rated 
contacts. part the remaining number are 
doubt due the use infected spring and well 
waters, which were used spite all warnings. 
The balance the cases was impossible trace 
the source; some,however, give history having 
eaten relief kitchens, but owing indefinite and 
inaccurate data they cannot included camp 
cases. 

verify our conclusions that the infection was 
fly-borne the majority the cases, elaborate 
set experiments was made. agar plate was 
exposed distance ten feet the windward 
side the tent the patient mentioned living 
Garfield Square, and after allowing several flies 
touch the plate the dish was sealed and taken 
the laboratory. After twenty-four hours incu- 
bation showed staphylococci; streptococci; bacilli 
resembling coli communis, and putrefaction rods. 
Further segregation showed the culture ferment 
large amount gas and grow Parietti and 
Ellsner’s media. Second and third test cultures 
were taken from the relief kitchen, distant about 
250 feet, and showed the identical results obtained 
the first plate. This led the securing sim- 
ilar cultures from every established camp and relief 
kitchen the city, well from numerous open 
restaurants and street vendors’ stands. 

Appended herewith are some the results ob- 
tained. 

The total number cases reported July was 
158, making grand April August 
Ist, 289. For the past fourteen days there have 
been fifty-seven cases reported; this marked de- 
crease over what was expected, for the last two 
days July, thirty cases had been verified. be- 
lieve this decrease due the strenuous work the 
department for the last three weeks. this time 
every latrine the city has been roofed and dark- 
ened and thoroughly disinfected. Many have been 
abolished. Contacts have been closely followed, and 
vigorous sanitary measures adopted all premises 
where cases were found. 

cope with the situation the Department 
Health has recommended the Relief Committee 
the following: 

1st. Establish automatic flush Reed troughs 
all sections where the main sewers the streets are 
intact; doors and ventilating spaces latrines 
screened. ‘This meet the wants workmen em- 
ployed throughout the burned district, well the 
needs scattered refugee camps. 
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2nd. Wherever earth latrines must main- 
tained, change the design and size, and keep them 
properly disinfected. 

3rd. Maintain sufficient number latrines 
prohibit the depositing night soil any other 
place. 

4th. the creation complete organization, 
suggest that the city divided into sixteen dis- 
tricts, each which charge medical in- 
spector, who will furnished with team and two 
laborers and necessary apparatus for scavenger 
work. The wagon will further equipped with 
barrel tank, with force pump and 100 feet 
small hose attached. The barrel contain per 
cent. solution carbolic acid, which sprayed 
upon the surface soil throughout the camps and 
other areas where flies accumulate, infection 
present. 


5th. The use small sulphur candles all 
tents the permanent camps, under the direction 
the camp commander and surgeon, for the pur- 
pose killing the flies. 


this end the Board Health has asked the 


Relief Committee for certain sum money. 


The board has felt chagrined its inability 
remunerate the many workers who gave their time 
and thought after the fire, and have labored besides 
many directions greater less degree since 
that date. There was provision made for this 
financial relief and the best that could done was 
letter thanks sent many the board could 
obtain the names and addresses of, and perhaps 
many who should have received even this small rec- 
ognition did not; but the intention was uphold 
the respect the profession this small but kindly 
appreciation their efforts. 


conclusion, the policy the Board Health 
has been one urging closer relationship with the 
general profession. The board welcomes criticism 
that leveled for high standard better organi- 
zation its endeavor work out sanitary prob- 
lems. recent efforts the Board Health 
meet and consult with the members this Soci- 
ety was earnest the highmindedness its pol- 
icy for the betterment our citizens.

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Dr. Chismore was genial man, excellent 
observer the bedside, who was always guided 
that admirable maxim, never hurt his patient. 
his special field had acquired delicate touch 
and unusual skill. His improved lithotrite and his 
successful work stone-crushing earned for him 
more than national reputation, which the pro- 
fession the Pacific Coast and that our own 
city was benefited. 

The demise this rare man great loss 
our branch medical science this Coast 
that Max Nitze, who the midst his work 
was suddenly stricken untimely death, was 
urologists all over the world. For since the 
cystoscope sent its illuminating rays into the blad- 
der, since learned with its aid observe the 
character and color renal secretion the vesical 
ureteral openings, since last are enabled 
enter the ureters with catheters and study the 
function either kidney from separate samples 
their secretion, since that time urology has become 
real science and important specialty medical 
knowledge. 

rapid are the advances urology present 
that only the physician who pays special attention 
the literature this branch and has acquired 
good training the use its complicated appara- 
tus, can keep with the quick pace progress. 
Never, for instance, will the general surgeon 
able benefit his patient suffering from com- 
plicated affection the urinary tract the same 
extent the trained urologist, even though the 
surgical technic the former higher stand- 
ard. many instances where the general surgeon 
will perform capital operation, like the opening 
bladder the removal kidney, the urolo- 
gist may painstaking conservative treatment and 
aided instruments precision, effect im- 
provement cure. other words, the indica- 
tions for surgical interference diseases the 
urinary tract can only formulated, present, 
well-trained urologist, and here well 
elsewhere medicine the saying holds true that 
who diagnoses better will able effect 
better cure. 

its different branches come much into play 
urology. successful specialist urology 
the man who has spent some time general prac- 
tice getting good general and especially surgical 
training and then has gradually drifted into urol- 
ogy. That was the career our best known 
urologists. 

Urology has not found the attention 
country and has not held the rank merits. The 
so-called genito-urinary surgeon was expected 
treat venereal diseases general. larger sur- 
gical lesions the urinary tract (bladder, prostate, 
kidneys) were treated the general surgeon, while 
the affections metabolism, the nervous disorders 
the urinary organs, etc., were supposed 
the domain internal medicine neurology. This 
state affairs has not materially changed, least 
far this Coast concerned. Only few hos- 
pitals this city have urological services, and most 
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these are still run the 
basis genito-urinary departments, 
which all cases venereal and skin-diseases, in- 
cluding syphilis, are referred. 

Since the foundation the American Urological 
Association effort has been made reform the 
profession and win the managers hospitals and 
medical colleges the idea that urology means the 
study diseases the urinary tract, and that 
urologist physician who considers his special 
field knowledge and study all matters pertain- 
ing pathological conditions the urinary or- 
gans. Syphilis excluded the from 
its discussions. Also the combining skin diseases 
with urological affections cannot henceforth tol- 
erated, since both fields are strictly divided, and 
since each them demands the entire energy and 
time one man wishes keep with the 
steadily growing literature and technical advances 
either these branches. 

The truth this state affairs has been recog- 
nized the profession all civilized countries 
and the east the United States. Several years 
ago the former American Journal Dermatology 
and Genito Urinary Diseases was divided into two 
periodicals, one which, the Journal 
Dermatology, exclusively devoted skin diseases, 
while the other, the Journal Urology, 
the official organ our national Urological As- 
sociation, deals solely with urological matters. 

The formation the Pacific Coast Branch 
the National Urological Association was further 
rational step towards offering center for scientific 
improvement and the free discussion urological 
topics those medical men residing the Pa- 
cific Coast who are especially interested its 
progress. former meeting has demonstrated the 
fact that have sufficient talent our midst 
make our transactions scientific and profitable. This 
session that commence today marks, therefore, 
important event urology the Coast. Our 
field rather young, and many conservative men 
the profession look askance upon our claims and 
pretensions. Let show them that medicine 
general and that above all human sufferers will 
benefited our work. Our branch medicine 
still its infancy; are the happy position 
able our work, our observations, our 
suggestions for improvement instruments and 
methods investigations and treatment help 
build and quickly push along our specialty 
that high position justly its due. 

More and more urology, which until few years 
ago was looked upon mere side-issue negli- 
gible quantity, has forced its way the front and 
today should have equal rank with gynecology 
the curriculum our colleges. Recognizing the 
necessity division labor and concentrating our 
toward special field medicine, must 
not forget, though, that specialty can senar- 
ated from its mother soil without ultimate detri- 
its progress and without danger be- 
one-sided. From this standpoint invite 
all our colleagues, the general practitioner well 
the. specialists other denominations, our 
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transactions and discussions, that we, mutually, may 
benefited. 

Would that the work and the discussions this 
society might always inspired the true spirit 
ship. 
scientific research, harmony and good fellow- 


THE SUBORDINATION MEDICAL 
JOURNALS PROPRIETARY 
INTERESTS.* 


would difficult overestimate the impor- 
tant influence medical journalism the opinion 
and action the medical profession. medical 
school attended, rule, but once lifetime; 
the meetings the medical society are usually in- 
frequent, but the medical journal, like the news- 
paper, ever-present friend whose influence and 
advice are potent for good evil. Whoever gains 
control the medical press goes long way toward 
securing paramount influence the entire medical 
profession. The control the medical press the 
proprietary medicine interests is, therefore, matter 
vital interest every physician, and worth 
while inquire how great and what character 
this influence is. 

PROPRIETARY ADVERTISEMENTS. 

extensive influence this sort may assumed 
from the fact that most medical journals are sup- 
ported advertising, and, while the necessity 
this may deplored, nevertheless important 
fact reckoned with both considering the rea- 
son for the subserviency the medical press and 
suggesting remedy for the nostrum evil. can 
asserted axiom that paper supported 
advertising can pursue policy antagonistic the 
interests its advertisers and retain their patronage 
which necessary its existence, and paper de- 
pendent part advertising can escape the influ- 
ence its advertisers. liquor advertisement 
would appear with bad grace prohibition paper, 
and may assumed that journal which accepts 
the advertisements proprietary preparations will 
observe certain discretion its advocacy phar- 
maceutic reform, confining its denunciations glit- 
tering generalities, firing blank cartridges, least 
directing its aim sure not injure its 
friends. 

That the majority American medical journals 
cannot the nature things unfavorable pro- 
prietary medicines evident from inspection 
their advertising columns. Practically all medical 
journals carry advertisements proprietary reme- 
dies. one journal which supposed exhibit 
the highest ideal the ethical conduct medical 
journalism, twenty out the thirty-six advertising 
pages were devoted advertisements proprietary 
articles; another high grade nine out twen- 
ty-six pages were used the same way. 

SUBSERVIENCY MEDICAL JOURNALS. 

The extent the subserviency medical jour- 
nals the proprietary interests further shown 
the fact that large proportion medical journals

the guise reading notices, commercial news, ther- 
apeutic notes, etc. pretense made that these 
are genuine scientific articles, and tacitly un- 
derstood that these columns are under control 
the advertisers and that the articles are disguised ad- 
vertisements. note that financial advantage 
necessity has compelled the paper, presumably de- 
voted the propagation truth, descend the 
utterance commercial fiction, may not 
call harsher name, and become silent 
partner what frequently amounts scientific 
and commercial fraud. 

number journals worse and put such ma- 
terial under the heading and print 
so-called select original articles culled from other 
journals. department the reading notice 
concealed under name which leads the reader 
expect valuable summaries medical progress and 
seems put the stamp approval the editor 
its contents. 

the next step, taken considerable number 
journals, the editor and his contributors exhibit 
themselves the willing slave their proprietary 
master, having been bought and paid for. The 
write-up and the apologetic editorial exhibit the 
lowest stage journalistic depravity. estimate 
the extent this evil can gained from the 
statement recent writer that the journals sub- 
sidized the proprietary interests comprise one- 
half those published the United States. 

went through twenty-seven medical journals, 
covering the past six years, and found one prepara- 
tion, viz., the subject forty- 
five original articles. addition there were six edi- 
torial indorsements the remedy. One editor went 
far take arms defense his patron 
against the aspersions rival firm which were 
likely injure the business. somewhat cursory 
survey covering about fifteen medical journals for 
the last five years, have found about 300 so-called 
original articles written praise the various 
proprietary remedies, and the list means 
complete. think that the evidence sufficient 
show that the medical press the country pro- 
foundly under the influence the proprietary in- 
terests. 

may objected that only the second- 
class journals which publish such articles. This 
not entirely true, for such articles have been re- 
peatedly found the columns some the best 
periodicals the country, although must said 
that there marked difference between different 
journals and their apparent relation the nostrum 
Some openly uphold it; others silently con- 
sent; while few, but increasing number, posi- 
tively condemn it. must remembered that so- 
called second-class journals have, individually, 
considerable and, collectively, enormous circu- 
lation. 

DEGRADATION MEDICAL JOURNALISM. 

have next inquire what the character 
the influence exerted medical journalism 
these nostrum vendors? 

The scientific and practical value the litera- 
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ture markedly lessened. clinical reports 
presented behalf some preparations, pepto- 
mangan for instance, make the claim and have the 
appearance giving the results careful clinical 
and experimental work. ‘The sincerity the au- 
thors some these articles are not disposed 
deny, but the scientific value their work 
much impaired its one-sided character and the 
lack comparison and critical judgment. After 
imposing array blood counts, clinical histories, 
etc., the only fact established that certain set 
patients recovered under the use prep- 
aration iron. comparison made between 
the results obtained the use other forms 
iron and those due the administration the 
remedy under consideration, and when such com- 
parison has been made, was done the Com- 
mission for the Study Uncinariasis Porto Rico, 
the results, not particularly favorable peptoman- 
gan, are distorted form the basis the claim 
that the United States government authorities have 
endorsed proprietary preparation. 

The result inserting such one-sided articles 
encumber the reading pages the journal with 
worthless stuff and create uncritical habit 
mind the reader. Nothing careless reading 
can expected the doctor who peruses such 
article “The Skin, Factor Diagnosis” find 
learn something value regard prophylaxis 
from “How Assist Young Girls Woman- 
hood,” but finds that the sum the author’s valu- 
able advice give them peptomangan! Finding 
his time wasted the careful reading such ar- 
ticles, very natural for him give little at- 
tention the really valuable matter which may 
interspersed between proprietary articles. What 
shall say the scientific character 
This author tells that easily verified his pa- 
tient had chronic gastritis, but does not think 
necessary tell how knew, and gives 
gastric analyses nor blood count. does tell us, 
however, that succeeded the treatment 
means zymacin, nuclein, papain, manola tonic, 
bovinin and sanguiferrin! Surely, with such 
equipment the Pharmacopeia may relegated 
the ash box. American medical writers have oc- 
casion blush for some their confreres. 

The journal which ready sell its columns 
the nostrum vendor can not relied give 
the best editorial advice take firm stand 
the right side where the interests the public 
its subscribers are opposed the interests the 
proprietary manufacturers. The editor such 
publication can not worthy leader medical 
thought. And may expected find his paper 
quoted support sentiments that never uttered. 
pamphlet published the promoters pep- 
tomangan various journals are quoted sustain- 
ing the superiority the peptomangan shown 
the Porto Rico trials. reference the journal 
quoted, found that the enterprising manufact- 
urer has simply quoted his own advertisement at-

tributing its statements the journal were 
editorial utterance! 

The journals giving their space extrava- 
gant statements regarding the effects such rem- 
edies are fostering blind reliance drugs and de- 
laying the advance truly rational therapeutics. 

WHAT THE REMEDY? 

What remedy can proposed for this state 
things? Can medical journals 
shall exclude advertisements proprietaries alto- 
gether? This would probably too rigid rule, 
but some regulation might adopted the 
form advertisements and the character the 
remedies which shall admitted the advertising 
columns. the consensus opinion the medical 
profession could crystallized into some definite 
requirements regard the advertisements that 
shall admitted the pages reputable medical 
journal, might have some criterion which 
could determine whether journal worthy our 
patronage. 

If, instead inserting his reading columns 
concealed advertisements proprietary remedies, 
the space were devoted lessons pharmacy and 
chemistry, the editor might educate his readers 
point where they could rationally decide the 
true value the novelties proposed for their use 
without making disastrous experiments their pa- 
tients. The editor who fails protect his readers 
against concealed frauds, which the only proper 
characterization for many these ‘write-ups,” 
false the trust reposed him the medical 
public. 


HERNIA THE BLADDER, INCARCE- 
RATED THE FEMORAL CANAL.* 


CHARLES LEVISON, D., San Francisco. 


Hernia the bladder occurs sufficiently often 
claimed some authorities that this condition oc- 
curs one per cent all cases hernia, and that 
with large rings. the other hand, Kramer 
(Arch. Klin. Chir. Bd., 50) claimed have 
found but one case hernia the bladder 200 
cases very large hernias that had collected 
from the literature. Often the first experience 
surgeon with hernia the bladder occurs when 
has opened this viscus inadvertently, 
dent not apt happen second time, for there- 
after always the alert, and when this con- 
dition suspected, sound introduced into the 
bladder generally settles the question. 

One more apt meet with these cases 
has had some experience, with the result that the 
history hernia more carefully recorded, spe- 
cial attention being directed towards the urinary 
sionally diagnosed prior operation. the 
majority instances, however, this condition not 
recognized until the structures have been exposed. 

Allesandri, 1901, collected 223 cases hernia

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the bladder, and showed that 
eighteen were diagnosed but were not confirmed 
operation post-mortem; twenty-five were discov- 
ered post-mortem, five were diagnosed and con- 
firmed operation, 147 were recognized for the 
first time the operating table. seventy-six, the 
bladder was inadvertently opened, the injury being 
recognized the time operation. twenty- 
three cases, the fact that the bladder had been in- 
jured was recognized only the course healing 
the escape urine. these statistics, pro- 
portion wounded bladders compared with the 
number hernias the bladder very large, and 
hardly represents the correct figures. 

own experience have seen six cases, 
one which the bladder was opened. Inquiry 
among colleagues here, well the East, 
elicited the information that they have met with 
this condition occasionally, some have had the ex- 
perience wounding the bladder, others have not; 
but, the whole, the percentage wounded blad- 
ders, compared with those remaining unopened, 


much less than the statistics quoted above would 


indicate. many excellent surgeons have 
opened bladders, and this accident means 
reflection upon the skill the operator. The 
wounding the urinary bladder can easily occur 
under the following conditions: bladder involv- 
hernia may become attenuated result 
traction exercised the sac; this, together with 
frequent overdistention, causes decided thinning 
the bladder walls, which are easily torn during 
their separation from the sac. The bladder 
often intimately adherent the sac; conse- 
quence, may mistaken for fatty sac and 
The hernia may consist bladder alone, 
with the result that the viscus opened during the 
search for the sac, which does not exist. 
this occurs, the gush urine the first evidence 
that the bladder has been injured. The bladder 
may mistaken for lipocele, which often 
found this region. 


suture may passed through the bladder wall 
accident, these days, where one the 
most important developments the radical opera- 
tion for hernia has been the high ligation the sac, 
fold peritoneum attached the bladder may 
drawn into the sac and ligated with it. These 
last two conditions are only recognized few days 
later, when urine observed escaping from the 
wound; but the latter cases, however, can hardily 
classified hernias the bladder. 

The tendency fistule resulting 
dents this sort spontaneous closure, in- 
fection does not occur. not the usual his- 
tory these cases, the urine does not make its 
appearance for few days, and due the fact 
that the ligature occupies several days cutting 
through the bladder the time that this 
has occurred, the peritoneal cavity has become 
walled off, and then there danger infection 
from this source.. one instance, case in- 
jury bladder came under my_ observation 
where silk had been used close the. blad- 
der wall; calculus removed some. time 
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later was found contain silk suture for its 
nucleus. 

The all-important factor relation this con- 
dition the diagnosis, which can made times 
prior the operation; surely more 
actually done, sufficient attention directed 
the urinary symptoms. individual 
will complain subjective sensations, such 
vesical tenemus, burning upon urination, frequent 
micturition, discomfort when the urine retained 
the character this fluid remaining normal. 
carefully examined, the hernia will often found 
larger when the bladder distended. patient 
complains urinary symptoms, which are not re- 
lieved any treatment. times the pressure 
from the truss causes sensation discomfort 
the bladder. compelled assume certain 
posture while urinating, and times, diverti- 
culum present, the urine passed two dis- 
tinct cavities were being emptied; when this occurs 
there complete cessation the flow urine 
between these periods. diagnosis confirmed 
means the cystoscope, which should used 
every case where hernia the bladder suspected. 
the majority instances, however, the diag- 
nosis not made until the time operation. 

case hernia the bladder, that which first 
strikes the operator the large quantity fat 
present, together with the difficulty experienced 
separating this tissue from the sac. 
claimed that excessive amount fat not al- 
ways present hernias the bladder, yet, ad- 
mitted, that this condition obtains large pro- 
portion cases. one has not had some experi- 
ence with this condition, the tissues are apt 
manipulated considerably ard attempt made 
cut the fat away the belief that excess 
this tissue present. usually this stage 
that the bladder opened, and just this con- 
dition that makes one suspect hernia the blad- 
der, namely, the atypical appearance the 
together with the unusual amount fat present.

sound into the bladder, when, hernia exists, this 
instrument will present the wound, pushing the 
bladder wall front it. our case, the sound 
could not made present the wound ac- 
count the presence diverticulum the blad- 
der, which had undergone obliteration. 

one patient saw operated upon, the bladder 
was recognized the urachus. have observed 
pulsation three cases, which the first two 
respiratory character, but have since 
that must have been transmitted im- 
pulse from the abdominal vessels. the first case 
that came under observation, was most mark- 
ed, but did not understand its significance; the 
second case, view previous experience, 
first thought hernia the bladder account 
this pulsation, which diagnosis afterwards proved 
correct. the case here reported, this pul- 
was also present, but was not marked 
the other cases for reasons due the incar- 
the hernia. the last case, the pul- 
sation was synchronous with the heart.

Examination. mass about cm. length 
breadth, oval shape, was found occupying 
the groin, quite above Poupart’s ligament, reach- 
ing almost the anterior superior spine, and below 
extending into the labium majus. The mass was 
smooth and fluctuating, and the labium the tumor 
seemed bluish apearance and lobular, suggestive 
varices that are frequently found that region.

Operation over the mass through defi- 
nite fascia revealed cystic tumor with multiple 
cysts its lower end, all which were readily 
freed from the surrqunding tissues. The sac wall 
was thin that clear straw-colored mass could 
recognized the cyst contents. When the tumor 
was exposed, was felt that had hydrocele 
the canal Nuck deal with, but further exam- 
ination showed that the base the mass, which con- 
sisted almost entirely fatty tissue, passed 
into the abdomen. Then hernia the bladder 
was thought of, but sound introduced into the 
bladder did not pass into this tumor. One the 
smaller cysts was ruptured about this time, and 
little later the largest cyst was evacuated; the 
fluid was odorless, with resemblance urine. 
When the bladder was distended with water there 
was escape fluid through this channel. Great 
was experienced recognizing what con- 
dition had deal with, the mass was not 
reduced, and while passed into the abdomen 
the direction the bladder, there was however, 
communication with this viscus. Enlarging the 
incision upwards, was seen that the inguinal ring 
wth the prolongation the fibres round ligament 
was quite intact. This was the first evidence that 
were not dealing with inguinal hernia. 
the hernia was irreducible, and there was 
other means remedying the condition, the abdo- 
men was opened the median line, when was seen 
once that the bladder was drawn towards the 
crural canal. Slight traction the bladder drew 
the hernia within the abdominal cavity, exposing 
ring the size cent piece. This ring was 
immediately adjacent the spine the pubes and 
had its borders, the pubic spine the inner 
side, the pectineal line below, Poupart’s ligament 
above and the pulsating femoral its outer side. 
the femoral saphenous veins nothing was seen; 
they had probably been pushed one side the 
tumor. 


The following describes the diagnosis inter- 
preted the operation findings: diverticulum 
the bladder which had first undergone obliteration, 
then cystic degeneration, and had become incar- 
cerated hernia the femoral canal. The blad- 
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der was suspended the median line suturing 
the peritoneum. The crural opening was closed 
with silk purse-string suture passing first through 
the inner side Poupart’s ligament, through the 
fascia the inner side the ring, then through 
the pectineal muscle which formed the base the 
opening, through the fascia forming the outer boun- 
dary the ring and then back Poupart’s liga- 
ment the outer side. When this suture was drawn 
tight the opening was absolutely obliterated. Con- 
valescence uninterrupted.

branes the early months. The earlier the mis- 
carriage the sharper are the pains and less the bear- 
ing down feeling. few pains may cause expul- 
sion, the pains may last for days and even months 
before expulsion the ovum. 

incomplete miscarriage pain and hemor- 
rhage will continue .as long any portion the 
ovum the uterus. cannot tell how soon 
miscarriage will terminate; patient may have 
pains and hemorrhage and not miscarry; this 
known threatened miscarriage. Pain and hem- 
orrhage not always mean that woman going 
have miscarriage, even threatened with 
mass, fibroid, for threatened miscarriage. 

The treatment miscarriage will depend 
take pain and hemorrhage from polypus, fleshy 
one. She must first pregnant, you might mis- 
upon whether wish prevent hasten the ex- 
pulsion. The prophylactic treatment consists re- 
moving the cause. The most frequent being syphi- 
lis; posterior displacements; endometritis associated 
with lasceration the cervix; and the habit mis- 
carriage. the father has had syphilis, place both 
the man and woman anti-syphilitic treatment. 
the woman, place her upon the treatment before 
and during the pregnancy. posterior displace- 
ment the gravid uterus, replace and keep 
position; the uterus must replaced before 
the third month and held position until the 
the fourth month. this time the uterus has 
risen out the pelvic cavity, and there dan- 
ger the fundus becoming caught under the 
promintory the sacrum. endometritis, must 
treated during the interval pregnancy. 
lascerated cervix, must attended to. The 
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habit miscarriage, unscientific term, only 
applied certain class cases for which have 
better term. There is, course, definite cause 
every case miscarriage, but sometimes 
cause slight obscure entirely escape 
notice. are many delicate, refined women 
nervous temperament whom the mere hear- 
ing something unpleasant repulsive will excite 
nausea and vomiting, because their nervous systems 
are thoroughly hyperesthetic, and this class 
cases the slightest cause often sufficient induce 
miscarriage; such women are constituted 
their nervous systems that takes very little 
make the uterus bear down and expel its contents. 

very difficult for woman this kind, even 
under the most favorable circumstances, 
full term without encountering some occurrence 
that will give rise miscarriage. 

threatened miscarriage, note severity the 
pains, the amount hemorrhage, and particularly 
the degree dilation the cervix. You must 
these means determine inevitable miscar- 
riage. rule the hemorrhage threatened 
miscarriage not profuse cause danger 
the mother; so, you will have resort the use 
the tampon, but there danger the tampon 
increasing the pains. Opium enjoys well-deserved 
reputation these cases and our sheet-anchor. 
Give for its effects. woman cannot miscarry 
without pains. good routine medical treatment 
morning and night, and drachm the fluid ex- 
tract viburnum prunifolium three times daily. 
the majority cases inevitable miscarriage 
the delivery may left complete itself the 
natural forces, unless the hemorrhage excessive. 
the hemorrhage excessive, then use the tampon; 
stops the hemorrhage, stimulates uterine contrac- 
tions, and promotes complete separation the ovum 
from the uterus. Before using the tampon sure 
empty the bladder and rectum. When the tam- 
pon removed careful not rupture the mem- 
branes; the finger cannot easily passed around 
the ovum, introduce another tampon. after 
treatment rest after full term. cases 
miscarriage, when the fetus has been expelled and 
the miscarriage incomplete, the whole por- 
tion the placenta remaining, advisable 
proceed clean out the uterus the use 
the curette. Sometimes you can remove ad- 
herent placenta with the finger, but there the 
thickened decidua which almost invariably remains 
behind early miscarriages. cannot got- 
ten with the finger, there nothing better than 
the curette remove this condition. you are 
unable remove retained placenta parts 
one with the finger, and circumstances are such that 
the curette cannot used, then you will have 
the use the tampon and trust nature 
rid itself the offending contents. Before the 
cotton tampon the gauze tampon used, 
advisable introduce strip gauze just within 
the internal and then pack the cervical canal. 
This more liable bring uterine contractions 
and expulsion than simply using the vaginal tampon. 
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conclusion wish emphasize that curette- 
ment these cases should considered major 
operation and great care should exercised 
making abdominal section. 


SPREAD LEPROSY. 


Dr. Goodhue, medical superintendent 
Molokai Leper Settlement, after several years’ 
work there, states that has been able demon- 
strate the Bacillus leprae (Hansen) the mosquito 
pungens) and the bedbug (Cimex lectu- 
aria). 

says: “We have since been sectioning mosqui- 
toes taken from various leper houses, but until last 
June (letter dated Feb. 10, 1906), without any ap- 
parent success. that time appeared that had 
isolated bacilli these series experiments, but 
owing the technic employed, was impossible 
positively confirm this. This method research 
was then abandoned. Mosquitoes were caught 
random leper houses, being captured with net 
sterile test tube, and the same subjected va- 
por ether when the mosquito became unconscious 
and was easily caught with sterile forceps and 
placed under the dissecting microscope. After re- 
peated failures and the constant re-examination 
fresh specimens, success has come far demon- 
strating the bacillus leprae the female mosquito 
(Culex pungens). Feb. 20. Since writing 
you last have discovered the bacillus leprae the 
bedbug. believe that the Cimex more fac- 
tor the spread leprosy among the natives, 
than the gnat, for the following reasons, viz., the 
bedbug’s insiduous and noiseless invasion during 
deep slumber the victim, and secondly, the beds 
and bedding used leper family whether the leper 
deceased segrated, are reoccupied clean 
persons without adequate disinfection and cleaning.” 


FEMORAL HERNIOTOMY. 


Ochsner, Chicago (Journal A.., Sep- 
tember 8), claims that all that required treat- 
ment femoral hernia with the normal circular 
opening the femoral canal dissect out care- 
fully the hernial sac quite into the peritoneal 
cavity beyond the inner surface the femoral ring, 
ligate high up, cut off, and permit the stump 
withdraw within the peritoneal cavity. Remov- 
ing all the fat contained the femoral canal and 
simply closing the skin wound completes the opera- 
tion. The method based the well known fact 
that practically impossible keep circular 
opening any part the body from closing spon- 
taneously unless lined with mucous serous 
membrane. cases where the opening congeni- 
tally not circular torn traumatic hernia, 
cut strangulated cases, this method course 
not indicated. has used this method constantly 
for fourteen years and finds that, barring unusual 
accidents, recurrences not happen. tabulates 
the cases thus operated from which has been 
able obtain definite reports, thirty number, and 
none these was there recurrence. reviews 
the principal features the more important meth- 
ods used femoral hernia, some them detail, 
and concludes that every one them that does not 
utilize the principle here emphasized leaving the 
femoral canal the form circular opening, 
faulty.
